[u.s.] To the inhabitants ‘ite ‘the f ZXorthumberland 
qualified to vote in town affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at Forbush Hall, in said 
town, on the second Tuesday of March next, at ten of the clock 
in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose by ballot and major vote a Town Clerk. 

2. To choose by ballot and major vote three Selectmen 
and all other necessary town officers, agents and auditors for 
the ensuing year, including one or more Fish and Game 
Wardens. 

8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of schools and repair of school houses. 

' 4, To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the maintenance of the poor, to pay town officers and other 
necessary charges arising within the town. 

5. To see what sums of money the town will raise for laying 
out, building and repairing highways and bridges. 

6. To see if the town will vote to have a Liquor Agent. 

7. To see if the town will vote to rescind all former acts and 
votes in regard to water works. 

8. To see if the town will vote to be at one-half the expense 
of putting in a system of water werks, for sewer and fire pur- 
poses, not to exceed $25,000, and the Precinct of Groveton to 
be at the other half of the expense of said water system. 

9. To see if the town will vote to issue bonds, running not 
to exceed twenty years, indorsed by the Groveton Village Pre- 
cinct, to pay for said water works. 

10. To see in what way the Town will provide money to 
pay the Northumberland Water Company for their plant pur- 
chased by the Town Committee elected August 14, 1894. 

11. Tosee if the Town will vote to sell the Northumberland 
Water Company plant to the Groveton Village Precinct at the 
cost, with accrued interest, by giving the Precinct a bond for a 
deed when the obligation shall have been paid. 

12. To see whatsum of money, if any, the Town will vote 
to raise to pay for lighting the streets of Groveton for the year 
beginning September Ist, 185. 
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13. To see if the Town will vote to make a contract with 
the Groveton Electric Light Company for lighting the streets 
for aterm of ten years in one of the following options: 

Ist: Exempt the Company from taxes and pay $880 per 
year. 

2d: To exempt the Company from taxes and pay for all the 
small lamps and carbons which are used on the streets, and pay 
$700 per year. 

8d: To pay the Company $1000 per year. 

14. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will vote 
to raise for sidewalks and sewers for the ensuing year. 

15. To see if the Town will vote a discount upon all taxes 
paid on or before September Ist, 1895, and at what rate. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to have a receiving tomb 
built in the Northumberland cemetery at a cost-of not more 
than $700, and appropriate money to pay for the same. 

17. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will vote 
to raise for the Town Library. 

18. To see if the Town will vote to supply wire along the 
highways of the Town where it is subject to drift, and the par- 
ties so supplied to find posts and build the fence at their own 
expense.
